Moscow University 

These Include Study And 
Recreation ^1^11 As 
A Travef ^ 



Montreal, MiâîclliPM.'?— Summer 
' -school courses at the Anglo-American 
i. .IiKtitute,.o"t the First Moscow Univef- 
■'Wéîit^^^^Êjàs been formed under the 
"^■misWc^w^'tl^e Irjstitute of Interna- 
tional Education as a result of the 
Ç , successful -i^' first , American Sùmmer 
" School helà at -Moscow University last 
year, are planned this year for Cana'- 
dian and U,8. students, teachers and 
others interested In education and 
social life in the Sioviet Union.. . 
The courses, offering an luirlvalled 
^ opportunity, or.i^s^ the Soviet 

system and edùcaUonal Ideas, open in 
Moscow on July 15, according to in- 
formation from Canadian Pacific of- 
fices here.'-" 

Lasting six weeks, they include four 
weeks of study and recreation in Mos- 
f. cow, for which, academic . credit Is- 
granted by the university, and. two 
weeks of travel In the U.S.S.R. Ai-t, 
•economics, sociology, education, aero- 
nautics, psychology and the «tùdy of 
Russian are among the subjects for 
which courses arc planned this year. 
The instruction is given in English 
under the direction of Soviet pto- 
fessors and an advisory staff of Amer- 
ican Instructors. 

Itineraries aïranged for the two 
weeks' travel period include visits to 
"Lenhigrad, Kharkov, «ebastopol, Malta 
. .Odessa, Kiev, Dnleprohes, Govkt. the 
, Volga river, Stalingrad and the State

house that said works are done in 
such a way that they will also meet 
the i-equhements of scores, hundreds 
or thousands of other proprietors, 
east, vest, north and south, not only 
hi the .iininedlate locality but also in 
the adjoining .' and. intersectihg streets. 

It very rarely happens that the City 
Enghieer is confronted with the task

Fuel Costa May Be Reduced 
50% With Lmi» roved 
Heat Lisulaton 

An outline of the work and experi- 
ments being conducted in the search 
for better heat insulKtors for build- 
ings was made by Professor Riley at 
the Physical Society meeting held in 
the Macdonald Physics buikUng last 
Friday. The Society $eni a cablegram 
to Abbe Lemaitre, a former - guest 
speaker, congratulating him on lils 
'awBid,of a^5Qp,0Ç9 'franc prize.. . 

Dr. RUey, who Is associated witti the 
Montreal School Board Construction 
Committee and the Canadian Hospital 
Council, devoted much of his time ex- 
plaining the economy of a sound sys- 
tem of heating and insulation. He 
stated that a- biiilding equipped wltli 
proper insulation saved from 30 to SO 
per cent on fuel costs. The ideas 
which he and his two co- workers hold 
ore slow in being accepted, but their 
dependability, and saving was wlnnhig 
recognition amongst the largest and 
more imiportant groupe, he pointed 
out. • 

Fire Protection Needed 
The task of making a fire-proof 
wooden house' which would conform 
with the Ihsm-ance Code was a great 
problem which confronted' them in 
the early stage of the work. : How- 
ever, they successfully tackled it and 
demonstrated the building in several 
cities before fh:c and insurance author- 
ities. The.chlef means of solving the 
problem was mineral insulators. 

A comparison was made between 
hospitals constructed under survey- 
ance of their committee and with 
proper insulation and those con- 
structed otherwise. It was found that 
expenses were S3 per cent , less in the 
first case wlills better acoustics and 
other advantages were obtahied. Ihe 
buildings had a fahly even tempera- 
ture ,.all. year around, warm in winter
